Chairman Champoux

WILMINGTON — At their 
last July meeting, the Board 
Of- ‘Selectmen received an 
update from Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull regarding the 
process of the Global gas 
station project, responded to 
correspondence regarding 
the proposal, and were 
asked«to comment on their 
opinions of the project. 

Each member of the board 
received 26 form letters 
from residents raising con- 
cerns about the project, 
prompting the update on the 
case. 

“This is, in many respects, 
not unlike the projects that 
come before the Board of 
Appeals or before the Plan- 
ning Board for site plan 
review,” explained Hull, -also 
noting that at this point the 
Board of Selectmen does not 
have: any jurisdiction or 
authority to approve or dis- 
approve of the project. 

The project is proposed to 
. inchide 10 fueling pumps, 
fiveriSlands in total with two 
pumps per island, with a 
6,200%-square foot canopy 
ovethéad, as well as a 4,820 
squaré foot retail conven- 
jen¢e- Store with a café and 
an*eutside seating area. 
There’s also a second free 
standing building of 6,025 
square feet which would be 
phase: two, for which the 
proponents do not have a 
specific proposed use for 
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that property, but some of 
the things that have been 
mentioned are a bank, a 
general service restaurant, 
and a pharmacy. 

For access, there would be 
two access points off of West 
Street and an entry only 
point off of Lowell Street. 
Parking is proposed for 54 
spaces including the spaces 
at the fueling pumps. 

So far in the permitting 
process the proponents have 
gone before the Board of 
Appeals who recommended 
that they first go to the 
Planning Board for site plan 
review. They then went to a 
Planning Board meeting on 
July 11 that was continued to 
Sept. 5 allowing the propo- 
nents time to address com- 
ments made at the July 11 
meeting and _ potentially 
revise their plans. 

The Conservation Commis- 
sion is scheduled to hear this 
case regarding a notice of 
intent, and MassDOT must 
issue an access permit to 
construct a curb cut off of 
Lowell Street onto this prop- 
erty. 

“I know there’s just been 
ample amount of communi- 
cation about this project on 
social media and we’ve all 
seen the signs, so I felt that 
we as public officials ought 
to have a complete set of the 
information and as much as 
is possible avail ourselves of 
a full understanding of what 
the process has been thus 
far. I just wanted to make 
sure that we are up to speed 
and that we had the infor- 
mation so that when we 
engage and have conversa- 
tions with folks hopefully we 
are having those conversa- 
tions based on facts and not 
necessarily based on innuen- 
do,” said Selectmen Chair- 
man Michael Champoux.

TAX CREDIT 


The IRS urges people not to overlook the Child and Depend- 
ent Care Tax Credit. Eligible taxpayers may be able claim it 
if they paid for someone to care for a child, dependent or 
spouse last year. Taxpayers can use the IRS Interactive Tax 
Assistant tool, Am I Eligible to Claim the Child and Depend- 
ent Care Credit?, to help determine if they are eligible to 
claim the credit for expenses paid for the care of an individ- 
ual to allow the taxpayer to work or look for work. 

Eight other key points about this credit include: 


e Work-Related Expenses—The care must have been nec- 
essary so a person could work or look for.work. For those 
who are married, the care also must have been necessary 
so a spouse could work or look for work. This rule does 
not apply if the spouse was disabled or a full-time student. 


Qualifying Person—The care must have been for “quali- 
fying persons.” A qualifying person can be a child under 
age 13. A qualifying person can also be a spouse or 
dependent who lived with the taxpayer for more than half 
the year and is physically or mentally regen of self- 
care. 


Earned Income—A taxpayer must have earned income for 
the year, such as wages from a job. For those who are 
married and file jointly, the spouse must also have earned 
income. Special rules apply to a spouse who is a student 
or disabled. 

Credit Percentage / Expense Limits—The credit is worth 
between 20 and 35 percent of allowable expenses. The 
percentage depends on the income amount. Allowable 
expenses are limited to $3,000 for paid care of one 
qualifying person. The limit is $6,000 if the taxpayer paid 
for the care of two or more. 

Dependent Care Benefits—Special rules apply for people 
who get dependent care benefits from their employer. 
Form 2441, Child and Dependent Care Expenses, has more 
on these rules. File the form with a tax return.

It is this affinity for strange 
chemical compounds that 
make some fungi capable of 
producing hallucinations 
when eaten, some capable of 
producing gastric upsets, 
and some, most notably of 
the species Amanita, death. 

There are about 13 vari- 
eties of the Amanita, 11 of 
them said to be poisonous. 
One of them, Caesar’s Mush- 
room,. (Amanita Caesarea) 
is said to have about the 
finest mushroom flavor, but 
the ordinary garden-variety 
mycologist will never take 
the chance to taste one if he 
should find it. 

The Caesars of Rome re- 
putedly tested their Amanita 
Caesarea by feeding sam- 
ples to their slaves. If the 
slaves were alive the next 
morning, it not only proved 
that the mushroom was not 
of another variety, but also 
that the slaves had had a 
wonderful supper! 

In the United States, there 
are about 3,000 species of 
mushrooms. Of these, about 
50 are truly to be described 
as edible. But the flavor of 
those 50 — each of those is 
distinctive, and almost inca- 
pable of description.

Global Gas Station 
not right fit for town 


Dear editor, 

Over the years I, like many 
in’ the Town of Wilmington, 
have watched our small 
town grow and prosper. We 
have welcomed many new 
péople to the community, 
attracted by our easy access 
by ‘road or rail to Boston, 
fantastic schools, and solid 
sénse of community. 

In addition to our outstand- 
ing reputation as a wonder- 
ful. place to raise a family, 
many commercial and in- 
dustrial ventures have elect- 
ed to move to our fair town. 
When done correctly, this is 
an important of maintaining 
a healthy, vibrant town. 

During my time on the 
selectboard and planning 
board, this was done correct- 
ly .as we limited industrial 
developments to certain iso- 
lated segments of town and 
picked commercial applica- 
tions to represent a broad 
array of services to the com- 
munity. Now, currently in the 
midst of an application pro- 
cess, Wilmington seeks to 
add yet another gas station at 
the intersection of Lowell 
Street and West Street. 

I, and hundreds throughout 
the community, all strongly 
believe that the addition of 
this gas station to Wilming- 
ton is not beneficial to the 
neighborhood nor to the town 
inany capacity. Global’s 
argument of competition is 
hollow, and would not accom- 
plish any decrease in prices 
to consumers, but rather 
would only serve individuals 


passing through on their way 
to and from Boston. 

In addition to a lack of 
competition, another unad- 
dressed but valid concern of 
mine and the town is the 
severe impact that a sudden 
increase in traffic will have 
on the area. According to 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation, 
from 2012 to 2014, 42 major 
crashes have occurred at the 
intersection, four of which 
carried severe injuries. 

In addition, anyone who 
uses the intersection to Route 
93 knows the frustration of 
the backup and delays 
already caused by develop- 
ment in the area, even out- 
side of regular commuting 
hours. Global vows that such 
an issue will not exist due to 
their exit and entrance de- 
sign as they did before the 
Wilmington Planning Board, 
but this is simply not possible 
as the issue is not the road 
design, but overall volume. 

The construction of this 
gas station will act as a traf- 
fic magnet, complicating an 
already difficult set of 
streets. 

Simply put, Global is not 
right for the local residents, 
businesses, and Wilmington 
at-large. Wilmington is mov- 
ing forward, stepping into 
the future, but we as a town 
should do it with foresight 
and intellect. Global is not a 
good choice, and families 
should come first.

Preliminary profiling of 
winter 2017-2018: 


Tropical and stratospheric implications 


By RAYMOND SPINOZZA 


We have stated here at 
Eastern Mass Weather on 
numerous occasions that 
the atmosphere is always 
building towards the next 
season. While we remain 
firmly entrenched in mid 
summer both sensibly and 
as dictated by the calen- 
dar, some of the atmos- 
pheric determinents that 
will shape next winter are 
indeed in motion. 

Two of the most promi- 
nent considerations rela- 
tive to the winter season 
are the sea surface tem- 
perature anomalies within 
the ENSO region of the 
tropical Pacific, and the 
direction of the winds 
throughout the  stratos- 
pheric column, referred to 
as the quasi-biennial oscil- 
lation (QBO). 

Incidentally, these are 
also two factors that we 
can predict with a relative- 
ly high degree of confi- 
dence at a very early junc- 
ture, although current

hospital settled into the new 
alignment with Lahey Health. 


prognostications are still 
far from a certainty, espe- 
cially with regard to ENSO. 

We demonstrated in earli- 
er posts that these forecasts 
were in a state of flux 
throughout the spring and 
earlier this summer, as a 
solid el nino was originally 
modeled, but forecasts seem 
to be stabilizing slightly, at 
least for now. 

It is with this increased 
measure of confidence in 
mind that we consider the 
most preliminary and cru- 
dest potential analogs for 
this season based solely on 
warm-neutral ENSO re- 
gion 3.4: 

It would appear that war- 
mish neutral ENSO sea- 
sons demonstrate a dearth 
of blocking in the mean, 
which is certainly congru- 
ent with the trend over the 
course of the past few sea- 
sons, but what can be 
gleaned by incorporating 
the QBO data? 

The QBO reading for the 
month of April stood at a 
relatively robust positive

When an open weekend day 
presented itself, free of rain or 
any commitments, our family 
gathered the hiking gear and 


struck out for Mount Monad-~° 


nock in Jaffrey, New Hampshire. 

The peak is only about 90 
minutes away, but had eluded 
us for years. In fact, we were 
feeling like the only family 
who hadn’t yet climbed the 
popular granite beast. Pair 
that with the reputation for 
being the second most climb- 
ed mountain in the world next 
to Mount Fuji in Japan, we 
knew we needed to get this 
checked off our list. 

The cooler weather and slight 
overcast made for comfortable 


hiking weather. Packing the re- 
quisite water supply, snacks, 
sunscreen, bug spray, head- 
lamp and map, and wearing 
reliable footwear, our group 
was ready to go. 

Monadnock has several trails 
to the top, and on this trip we 
split up and tried different 
ones. My husband dropped our 
teen daughter and me at the 
less rugged Dublin Trail and 
then he and our sons drove 
around to the more active 
White Dot trail. 

The Dublin trailhead was 
quiet with a porta potty avail- 
able, trail map and few cars by 
10 a.m.. The. White Dot was 
much busier, with formal bath- 
rooms and a small museum/ 
mountain headquarters. A no- 
minal $5 fee helps with trail 
maintenance and facilities up- 


keep via the New Hampshire 
State Parks commission. It is a 
carry in/carry out state park. 

Mount Monadnock is 3,165 
feet tall, and is part of the Wa- 
pack, or Pack Monadnock 
Mountain range in southern 
New Hampshire. According to 
the New Hampshire State 
parks webpage, “Monadnock, 
which comes originally from 
the Abenaki Native American 
word for mountain that stands 
alone, is now a standard geo- 
logical term for any singular 
mountain that rises above the 
surrounding plain.” 

At a steady, albeit slow pace, 
the Dublin trail led us to the 
summit in approximately two 
hours. Abundant blueberry 
bushes dotted the way, with 
brilliant views above the tree 
line rewarding our work. 
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There were only a few places 
requiring a scramble on all 
fours on this trail. 

By contrast, the “mountain 
goats” and my husband quick- 
ly ascended the much steeper 
granite tumble on the White 
Dot side and reached the bald 
peak in 90 minutes. We en- 
joyed our picnic lunch at the 
top with a diversity of other 
visitors representing all ages, 
abilities and ethnicities. It was 
invigorating. 

The descent via the White 
Cross trail was much harder 
than either of the ascents. The 
granite boulders looked like 
dominoes that had been tossed 
down the mountain. Each step 
was jarring as our feet, ankles 
and knees struck the next step. 
Much like any hiking descent, 
much attention is spent look-

Walsh credits the organiza- 
tion’s abilty to produce a 
musical in two weeks to the 
small student/staff ratio. 

“Every staff member and 
volunteer is always doing 
something simultaneously — 
working with students, build- 
ing set, teaching a song, 
choreographing a dance, 
organizing costumes, clean- 
ing a room or making a run 
to the store. That’s the only 
way it works.” 

For a massive undertaking 
like Les Misérables, Walsh 
and Musical Director, Mi- 
chael Ferrara knew that two 
weeks was not enough time 
to work all the vocals.

ing at the ground and planning 
for the next optimal foothold. 
That said, moving from rocky 
bald to other types of forests 
make for ever changing sce- 
nery and temperatures. 

In fact, according to Antioch 
University’s ecological studies 
program, “all three of New 
Hampshire’s biomes alpine 
tundra, boreal forest, and east- 
ern-deciduous forest can be 
found on the mountain. These 
biomes include plant’ commu- 
nities that are typically found 
at more northern latitudes and 
higher altitudes.” 

Plan a minimum of four 
hours at the mountain and 
don’t start a hike too late in the 
day, as waning light can make 
the trails hard to follow.

The Town Crier has 
learned that Keane was one 
of the finalists for the posi- 
tion. He held the job for 
eight years taking all eight 
teams to post-season play, 
including one to the Division 
3 North Sectional semi- 
finals, the furthest any team 
reached in program history. 
Alberts couldn't comment 
on other applicants, but was 
asked about the entire hiring 
process.

ball), John LaPiana (girls' 
hockey) and Vitale. Brian 
Schell, who also coaches 
cross-country and indoor 
track, is expected to be 
named the girls outdoor 
track coach, also replacing 
Karow. 

Karow guided last year's 
team to an 11-10 overall 
record, including a first 
round state tournament loss 


to Tewksbury. That was the 
third time that the Wildcats 
faced the Redmen and Vitale 
witnessed the second game 
between the two schools and 
that was a win for 
Wilmington. 

“I'm very excited and 
happy to be here and to get 
the position,” said Vitale. “I 
know Brie did a real nice job 
with the program so I feel 
very lucky to be able to take 
it over. I attended the second 
Tewksbury game so I know a 
little bit about the team.” 

Vitale . grew up. in 
Ronkonkoma Long Island, 
New York. She attended 
Connetquot High School 
where she played four years 
of basketball as the team's 
center, two years of lacrosse 
and one year of volleyball. 
From there she attended 
Mass College of Liberal 
Arts. She played for the 
women's basketball team for 
two seasons. From there she 
transferred to the University 
of South Florida where she 
earned a BA in Sociology, 
graduating in 2005 and she 
also played Club Basketball. 
She eventually went on to 
earn her Master's Degree in 
Athletic Administration 
from Ohio University, but 
said on Wednesday that as of 
right now she has no plans 
of pursuing an Athletic 
Director's position. 

In 2006, Vitale taught at the 
Tampa Marine Institute in 
Florida for a year before 
taking a teaching/coaching 
position at Robinson High 
School, located in 
Hillsborough County, St.

The team finished 0-22 the 
year before Vitale took the 
position. From there it was a 
slow but steady improve- 
ment going 2-20, 5-15, 7-13, 
12-8 and 15-10 in the 2011-'12 
season. Just months before 
that season began, the pro- 
gram endured a_ horrible 
tragedy. The team's only 
senior and starting point 
guard Kiara Brito, along 
with her 13-year-old brother 
Jeremi, were shot and killed 
in their home around 6:00 
am on a Sunday morning. 

“That happened at the end 
of summer in 2007, right

after the summer league 
had ended,” said Vitale. 
“Kiara was our ’ starting 
point guard. She was a won- 
derful kid. One of her goals 
was to go to Harvard 
University. She had the aca- 
demics to get there. It was 
just such a tragedy knowing 
that her life got cut short: 
We were able to get through 
it because of the girls we 
had on the team. All of the 
credit goes to them. They 
were resilient and deter- 
mined.” 

Despite the loss of Brito, 
the lone senior and team's 
starting point guard, 
Robinson finished 15-10, 
were the regular season 
league champions — and 
advanced to the District 
Tournament Championship 
Game. All of that coming 
after countless number of 
losing seasons. 

During her time as a 
teacher at Robinson, Vitale 
served as the Avid Co- 
Ordinator, being involved 
with groups such as ‘Relay 
For Life', ‘Students Against 
Gun Violence', 'The Susan 
E. Komen Breast Cancer 


Awareness', and ‘Healthy 
HKating Initiative for 
Elementary School 
Children’. 


After that 15-win season, 
Vitale said she was itching 
for something different. 

“After five years of high 
school, I was ready to go to 
the next level,” she said. “I

Three friends will ride together to fight against cancer

There are many reasons 
for the continued success of 
the Pan Mass Challenge, 
which this weekend kicks off 
its 38th Annual ride, with 
riders taking on routes of 
anywhere from 25 to 192 
miles in order to raise 
money for cancer research 
at the Dana Farber Cancer 
Institute. During the previ- 
ous 37 years, the PMC has 
raised over $550 million dol- 
lars for Dana Farber, and it 
looks like this could be 
another record breaking 
year. 

That kind of continued suc- 
cess doesn't happen by acci- 
dent. It happens because of 
the countless volunteers, 
administrators and corpora- 
tions that year after year 
donate their time and 
resources to make it a suc- 
cess. But mostly it happens 
because of people like 
Cherie Dell'Anno, Kathleen 
Hennessey and Mary 
Hallaren, who will ride in 
the most challenging event 
of the weekend, the two-day 
ride from Sturbridge to 
Providence, covering 192 
miles. 

The trio from Wilmington 
are what the Pan Mass 
Challenge is all about, peo- 
ple who were touched by 
cancer in their own lives, 
and rather than simply wilt- 
ing under the pain of the 
loss they had to endure, took 
it as a call to action and 
decided to fight back against 
the dreaded disease. 

The group's call to action 
came as a result of being 
touched by cancer twice in a 
span of just a few months 
during 2016, when two loved 
ones were diagnosed with 
cancer, with one tragically 
losing her battle to the dis- 
ease back in October of 2016. 

The drama began back on 
February 26 of 2016, when 
Dell'Anno's partner Cindy 
Harrington was diagnosed 
with ovarian cancer. The 
diagnosis came thanks to 
genetic testing due to 
Cindy's family history and it 


was caught early. After sur- 
geries including a double 
mastectomy this summer, 
along with chemotherapy, 
the great news is that Cindy 
is now cancer free. 

But Harrington and 
Dell'Anno, along with their 
close friends Hennessey and 
Hallaren realized that not 
everybody is so lucky, and 
not so long ago, Cindy would 
not have been so lucky her- 
self. Through research and 
advancement in the way tis- 
sues are biopsied, Cindy’s 
healthcare team was able to 
find and eliminate her 
micro-cancer. 

"They caught it early 
which was great. The doc- 
tors told.us that five years 
ago they would not have 
been able to do that testing," 
Dell'Anno said. "We called 
it kind of good and bad luck, 
because it was terrible news, 
but we were lucky they 
found it early. Her last test 
was cancer free, so that is 
very good news, but it has 
been a rough year and a 
half. 

"One of the reasons we are 
riding is because of the 
money that (the PMC) rais- 
es for research. Some of the 
money raised in past years 
was probably what saved 
Cindy." 

A couple of months after 
Cindy's initial diagnosis, the 
group was stuck by more 
bad news when in April, they 
got word that another close 
friend, Roseann McEvoy 
was about to start her own 
battle against the disease. 
Unfortunately, © McEvoy's 
story did not have the same 
happy ending as Cindy's, as 
she succumbed to cancer in 
October of 2016. 

"It is overwhelming to 
think about how many peo- 
ple have been touched by 
cancer - whether it be help- 
ing a loved one fight through 
awful days, or losing some- 
one to this horrible disease," 
Dell'Anno said. "The sad 
truth is that too many of us 
share these similar experi- 
ences.” 

Seeing two of their friends 
suffering with cancer really 


hit home for Hennessey and 
Hallaren as well. 

“We are very close friends 
with both Cherie and Cindy, 
so it was very impactful to 
us,” Hallaren said. “And 
then to lose a very good 
friend in October was very 
difficult. I feel like this will 
be very therapeutic.” 

“When you are close to 
somebody impacted by can- 
cer you feel so helpless, and 
this is.a way we feel like we 
can do something to help,” 
Hennessey added. “It is 
very minor compared to 
what they are going 
through, but it is helpful to 
us as well. 

“What the research and the 
Jimmy Fund can do is give 
people more time, and that 
time is so important and so 
precious. We just hope that 
with some of the money we 
are raising, we will be able 
to give more time for people 
to be with their friends and 
family.” 

And it is no small amount 
of money that the trio has 
raised, as between the three 
of them they have raised 
over $15,000 with each 
exceeding the $4,800 require- 
ment for the 192-mile ride. 
The response has been over- 
whelming to the three 
friends, who had some real 
concerns about whether or 
not they could reach the 
required amount. 

“It was a_ concern,” 
Dell’Anno said “It was excit- 
ing at first to be like, ok, 
let’s go do this, but then you 
realize you still have to raise 
$15,000. The response has 
been. overwhelming. We 
have so many friends who 
have contributed to support 
our cause. I know that when 
I am riding, that is what I 
will think about.” 

“It has been overwhelming 
to see the generosity of peo- 
ple when reaching out for 
donations,” Hennessey said. 
“For people to donate the 
way they have has been 
amazing.” 

“It was a big concern for 
us, because we knew we 
would all be asking the same 
people for donations,”

Hallaren said. “We thought 
we might have to put in 
some of our own money if we 
came up short, but that has 
not been the case at all due 
to the generosity of so many 
people.” 

While their primary moti- 
vation for riding in the PMC 
is of course to raise money 
for cancer research while 
also honoring their friends, 
Dell’Anno, Hennessey and 
Hallaren also want to have 
as good a showing as possi- 
ble. 

After all, competition is 
nothing new to these lifelong 


athletes. Dell’Anno and 
Hallaren both attended 
UMass Amherst, where 


Dell’Anno played softball 
and Hallaren played basket- 
ball. Hennessey meanwhile, 
played softball and basket- 
ball at American 
International College. 

Although they are each 
fine athletes, the sport of 
cycling was new to each of 
them, so much so that they 
each needed to purchase 
bikes and biking equipment 
once they decided to ride. 
But they have adapted well 
to their new training meth- 
ods, pushing each other 
along on their long training 
rides. 

“We have all been doing the 
best we can,” Dell’Anno 
said. “We are all athletes, 
but biking is unfamiliar to 
us. We began training at the 
end of April. The great 
thing is we are doing it 


together, so that helps make 
it more fun. It is hard, 
because it takes up a lot of 
time, but it is a priority to us 
so we make time to do it. We 
really want to do well and be 
ready to ride.” 

“It’s been awesome” 
Hallaren said. “It has been 
hard for me because I had 
hurt my back and I had to 
wait a while to start. But it 
has been great for me. It 
has really helped me. We 
have been training on a lot 
of hills, so hopefully that will 
help us during the ride.” 

As much training as they 
have done, they still realize 
that actually getting on their 
bikes and riding 192 miles 
this weekend will be more 
difficult than anything they 
have done before. But they 
will be prepared. 

“We have talked to a lot of 
people who have done it 
before and they have told us 
to take it one segment at a 
time,” Hennessey said. “The 
first day is 112 miles and is 
about 25 miles per. segment, 
and that is one of our typical 
training rides. With all of 
the training we have done, 
we are probably as ready as 
anybody is going to be.” 

It will no doubt be a chal- 
lenge, but when the ride is at 
its toughest, when the group 
needs that little extra boost, 
they know they will be able 
to count on the support of 
the thousands of spectators 
along the route, cheering 
them on to the finish line. 


"I am sure the crowds will 
pull us through," Hallaren 


said. "We have gone down to | 


the finish line before to: sup- 


port friends, but to dovit as a:

I am 
very grateful for that." 

Bjorkgren is also grateful 
for the opportunity to ride 
for Dr. Aron. Her chal- 
lenge of competing in a 50- 
mile bike ride feels like 
right thing to do for a man 
who has dedicated his life 
to helping others. 

"He is beyond special. He 
is a legend, and he means 
so much to so many peo- 
ple," Bjorkgren said. "I 
feel so honored and so 
lucky to be as close to him 
as I am. We should all 
have someone in our life 
like him."
